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THE COMMUNITY 


In 1954, Glenco Homes began the first construct- 
ion in this district. In the winter of 1955 the 
project was bought out by MacLab Enterprises. In the 
late 50's the first storekeeper, Mr. Frank Sutton, set 


up business at the corner of 66th Avenue and 86th Street. 


It was a well stocked store and Mr. Sutton stayed in the 
area for approximately ten years. 

Beside the store stood a Shell Service Station, 
which was operated by a local resident, Mr. Bill Gibson. 
It did a good business in the early sixties. 


The present Evelyn Unger School was originally a 
Baptist church. 


Argyll Road was non-existent in the early sixties. 
It was just another avenue with no lights nor industry 
along it. South of the tracks was known as Janiten's 
slough. 


The area in the early years lacked telephones, 
sidewalks, buses or street lights! In fact there was 
one public phone booth at the corner opposite the Berg- 
strom residence. 


A playschool operated in the hall at this time and 
a Mrs. Nicholson was the first teacher. 


The community league was begun in 1958 and Mr. Paul 
Bassett was the first president. 


So we can see that Argyll in the early years was 
quite a self-sufficient community!

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THE LAND 


Our district of Argyll in Southeast Edmonton is 
bounded on three sides by the main stream of Mill Creek 
and a lesser creek which flows into Mill Creek. In the 
early years when the land was composed mainly of pasture- 
land and bush, the ravine was a sanctuary for many 
different forms of wildlife. Not only were there the 
snaller animals that we still see there today, but also 
the larger ones such as deer and coyote. Partridge and 
pheasants were plentiful, as well. 


Argyll became an area for housing when the pro- 
perty was purchased from Mr. Jim Aymer, who had home- 
steaded on the present school property. Houses were 
being built and people began to move into the district 
in 1954. 


The trestle and tracks in the ravine is all that 
is left of the Yukon and North Pacific Railway which 
played a part in the settling of the West in the early 
1900's.

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ARGYLL SCHOOL 


The district and school were named by Mrs. Mary 
Butterworth, a trustee of the Edmonton Public School 
Board in the early fifties. In searching for a name 
for the district, she realized many Alberta names 
were those of Princess Louise Alberta, the fourth 
daughter of Queen Victoria. 


It seemed an appropriate time to chose a name 
from those of Princess Louise's husband, a man of 
importance in his own right. He was the Marquis of 
Lorne and, as such, was the Governor-General of Canada 
from 1878-1883. His political career had begun in 
Britain in 1868. In 1900 he became the Duke of Argyll 
from whence Mrs. Butterworth chose the name for this 
district and school. 


Argyll School was first opened for classes in 
September, 1956 with an enrolment of 140 pupils. The 
staff, consisting of four teachers, were: 


Ms. Gloria Lapp 

Ms. Joan Kirkpatrick 
Ms. Nancy Ossington 
Ms. Hilary Sorochan 


Mr. Earl Bishop was the first principal and serv- 
ed in this capacity until his retirement in 1970. The 
original school boundary was extended to include the 
eastern portion of Hazeldean - the area east of 91 street. 
Also some pupils from the southern portion of Avonmore 
were admitted for a short time. However these pupils were 
immediately told to attend their own Avonmore School when 
school officials learned that they were using an old plank 
to cross the creek enroute to this school! 


And so began Argyll School.
